A Havre fOsherman's wife, drylug
codfiah eaught by her hosband on the
const of France In 1M, noticed that
oue fsh had o hord substanes luside,
On Investigntion she fouud In'the fsh a
golden bracelet, How the ornament
cnme Into Its strange receptaclo s, of
course, not known, but It Is eonjec
tured that It must have slipped from
the wrist of some falr passenger lean
Ing over the bhulwnrks of » transstian
tic liner and been selzed by the cod

Last year the greater part of the
wale aud part of the female populntion
of the village of Portishend, at the
mwouth of the Avon, In England, turn
ol anglers for awhile, Fishing tackle
and balt boomed for some thme, and
all because one of the local anglers
shortly before hind Inuded a good sized
fish, and when It came to be dissected
on the domestic talle It was found to
“Include” a diamond ring declured to
be worth £150

While discharging n fare of codfish
from the schooner Viaule M. Gotehell
at Gloucestor, Mass, In 1884, Captain
John M. Getehell, master of the vessol,
found Imbedded In the thick fNesh of o
large cod a knlfe of curlons workmnn-
uhip, The fsh was caught on the
northeast part of George's bank In
soventy-five fathoma of water and
was apparently healthy, The kulfe
was not found untll some time after
the fish had been cured. When found
the knife blade was closed, and the
small or posterlor end or the handle
was nearest the tall of the fish, the
flesh at this place belng about two and
a half Inches thick. The knife when
clowed was three and fivi®ighths
Inches loug.

In 1881 Captaln McEachern of the
Jloucester schooner A, I Gifford
found a knife—one of the kind known
to fishermen as o haddock ripper—In
the stomach of n forty-five pound eod
which had been eanght on the Le Have
Bk

Lard Petersen, an able senman of the
stenmslilp Hypatin, which nrrived In
New York 1o 103 from Bt Luela,
made a4 curlous find on the voyage.
Alter the vessel Joft Bt Loeln o lnrge
graoy shark was seen following It. For
two doys It continued In the wake of
the ship, when Potersen resolved to
get it, Procuring n large book, he balt
od It with salt pork and after some
dificulty Inpded the monster, which
mensured almost twelve feet from tip
to tip. Upon openlng s stomach Pe-
tersen discovered there o ving with the
fnitlals 1. H, B. engraved on the In
#lde,

Owlng to the fact that cod seek thelr
food on the bottom and are voraclous
feeders, thelr stomachs when opened
frequently present a curlous and some-
times amusing collection of odds and
ends, Bits of leather, marline splkes,
